the manifesto says:

Ing clashes the masters In fact of all 
general wealth. At the same lime we 
must mercilessly destroy all remains 
nf government authority 
and

diinitiintion. liberating the pri.=oner.=. 
demolish prisons and police offices, de- 
stroy all levgal papers pertaining to 
private ownership of property, all 
field fences and boundaries, and burn 
all certificates of Indebtedness—In a 
word, we must take care that every- 
thing Is wiped from the earth that 
Is a reminder of the right to private 
ownership of property. 


"To blmv up barracks, gendarme 


and police administration, shoot the 
most prominent military and police 
officer, must be the important concern 
of the revolting working people. 
In 


the work of destruction we must be 
merciless, for the slightest weakness 
upon our part may afterward cost the 
working classes a whole sea of blood." 


After "capital and state" are de- 


stroyed, the manifesto says, the first 
duty of the union Is to start produc- 
tion on a new foundation. 
Existing 


labor organizations should be extended 
and production should be given over 
entirely to them. It argues. 
Then, 


each "village commune'1 should unify 
with all other communes and ihe "one 
:rr.ind federation" follows, the mani- 
festo advocates as its program. 


Recognizing no religion, no au:hor- 


Ity, no power other than Its own, the 
manifesto says, altcrnailvely, Its metn- 
lier? are atheists, communi-ts. anar- 
chists.

THE TWO EAGLES AND THlilR 


VARIOUS HOMES. 


(Continued from Nov. 8) 


To those who never saw the Town- 


send eapte in Us earliest days, we will 
state tliat the column 
on which it 


stood was at the very outer edge of 
the sidewalk on Thames street and on 
a line with Pelham street. The col- 
umn was always painted white, but 
the coffee house was painted with that 
peculiar drab so indicative of Quaker 
ownership. Having entered upon the 
history of the Townsend Coffee House 
at a period of time very considerably 
later than we might have done we 
will now give to our.readers all that 
is known of the early history of the 
place, celebrated for being from 178b 
to 183C the resort of the most intelli- 
gent and respectable men of the town. 
Previous to the American Revolution 
Thomas Bannister was the owner of a 
largo landed property in the very cen- 
ter of 
Newport, and 1'elhnm was 


known for a great nuiny 
years n» 


Bannister's Inne, nnd was open onlj 
a few rods cast of Spring street, and 
he was the owner of what afterwards 
became the property 
of 
Thomas 


Townsend, nnil 
was 
situated on 


Thames street, measuring west on 
that street 32 feet; south on Pelham 
street, 240 feet; 
cast 
on land of 


Charles Handy, 72 feet, and north on 
land of ' Arabella Cowlcy, 249 feet, 
with a dwelling house 
and 
other 


buildings thereon standing. Unfortu- 
nately for Thomas Bannister he was 
a loyalist and fled the country, as did 
a great many others, at the com, 
menccment of hostilities, leaving this 
and much other valuable property, 
which of course was confisealcd ana 
this particular part of it the General 
Assembly of the state of Rhode Is- 
land, at a session held in Providence 


"during the month of August, 17S2, 


granted to William Barton, one of thu 
most daring of our Revolutionary he- 
-roes. September lifth, 1789, William 
Barton sold this property to James 
Lovelt for the sum of two thousand 
Spanish silver milled dollars. Septem- 
ber 29lh, 1784, James Lovett sold it 
to George Irish of Middlctown, and 
in the deed describes the panic num. 
her of feet nnd 
boundaries, with n 


mansion or dwelling house 
thereon 


.standing, for the sum of twenty-eight 
hundred dollars in good silver. March 
2GtK, 17S5, George Irish sold it to 
Thomas 
Townsend for the sum of 


three thousand Spanish silver milled 
dollars. 


Thomas Townsend died in the early 


part of che year 1827, . bequeathing 
this' part of his property to his two 
nephews, Thomas and 
James Town- 


'seud. James 
sold 
his part to his 


brother Thomas, who, on the 26th of 
October, 1816, sold it, including the 
new hotel, to John Vars for the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, giving a deed 
covering 35% feet on Thames street. 
Thomas Townsend, the purchaser o£ 
the property in 1785, was the keeper 
if the^riginal coffee house, which, as 
previously stated, fronted on Thames 
street arid measured 28 feet in width; 
standing on a purchase of 32 feet. On 
the south side of the building, and 
running parallel with it to the last 
end of the old part, was a walk 8 
feet wide, paved with-brick, and then, 
at a much less width, for the mansion 
house was much wider, continued on 
under the piazza, which is still to be 
seen, to the cxtremd end of the man- 
sion house. The walk under the piazza 
was paved with flag-stones and thu 
kitchen, for the whole establishment 
was the first story o£ the mansion 
house, whose front entrance was from 
the piazza, the same as at the present 
day. The. walk referred to was en- 
closed by a brick wall about 2 feet 
high, on which was built to a height 
of 3 feet more, a handsome and 'sub- 
stantial open work fence made of 
woou. which extended from Thames 
street to the posts that supported the 
piazzn; on the Thames street 
side 


the fence was all wood, made in the 
same style as that" on Pelham street. 
There was 'an opening, on 
Thames 


street, wide enough for easy entrance, 
and another on Pelham street directly 
opposite to a porch in the south side 
of the building, which was the ladies' 
entrance to the house, and also led 
to the (lining-room and the chamber 
above. There were no gates either at 
the front or side. The mansion housu 
was Mr. Townsend's private residence 
and by some arrangement with the 
town l;e was allowed 
during lifs, 


which as previously stated, ended hi 
l£2i, to inclose these 4 feet beyond 
his purchase, and it is not within the 
memory of any- one living when it 
was not so occupied, and it is not im- 
probable that it was enclosed Wnen 
he bought the property. For eight or 
nine months in the yea'r the walk was 
a very pleasant place and there were 
two verf-substantial benches, one on 
each side of 
the porch which the 


_.boarders and friends of llr. Town- 


send made frequent use of. We have 
previously stated that the front of 
the old 
coffee house measured 28 


feet on Thames street, but the whole 
number occupied was 26 feet, and the 
present hotel covers 
exactly that 


quantity, and its front is 18 incheT 
case of where the old building stood. 
By the foregoing description we hopi- 
your "many readers 
will have ob- 


tained a tolerably good idea of how 
Townsend s coffee house looked in the 
olden-time. From 
1785 
to 1836 


Townsend's coffee house enjoyed a 
first-class reputation, an abundance of 
everything good to eat or drink was 
always to be found on its table, bed- 
ding of spotless white, servants kind 
and attentive, and a host par excel- 
lence. What more wai needed to make 
it celebrated throughout 
the land? 


In the early part of the present cen- 
tury his favorite iicphew, 
Thomas 


Townsend, father of William 
C. 


Townsend, Esq., became associated 
with his uncle in the management of 
the house and for several years prior 
to 1S27 had full charge of it, and 
after the death of his uncle main- 
tair.e the excellent reputation it had 
so long enjoyed. 
,to 1S36 it was deemed advisable to 
put a more modern building in thK 
place of the old one and to carry out 
this project, the front of 
fhe old 


building was torn down, and the sec- 
ond part, from the porch to the man- 
sion house, was sold to John Springer 
and moved to Mount Vernon street, 


cast side. The new building covered 
in the. brick wall on the south side, 
tlie town authorities making r.o objec- 
tions. When all was comnktcd out- 
aide and in, it was named 
Town 


tend'a Hotel, and our eagle of ancient 
renown was placed on the highest 
point on its front, and there remained 
for a number of years the "monarch 
of all it surveyed," until one fearful 
night a furious gale of wind tore it 
from its lonely perch and hurled it 
to the street below with a crash that 
damaged it almost beyond repair, But 
sklliful hands made the necestary re- 
pairs, ar.d after a few months it 
again, in newest gilt, appeared on thu 
southwest corner of the hotel, at an 
elevation, of about 20 feet from the 
ground, looking as bright and cheerful 
as ever. It did not, However, occupj 
this new position for a very long 
time before another ttorm of great 
violence dealt roughly with it, and for 
the second time it fell to the street 
below, causing very severe damage to 
its venerable body; so serious was it 
that an inquest decided that its inju- 
ries were past surgery, and accord- 
ingly it was very carefully laid away 
never again to know the place that 
had so long been its home. Thomas 
Townsend, the father of William C. 
Townsend, Esq., d;ed December 30, 
184?, aged 03 years. Of him it can 
in all ttuthfulness be said, that no 
man eycr lived who possessed more 
kindly feelings than did he. His wel- 
come to his gues:s was always of that 
open-hearted kind that assured them 
they were tc-ally at home, and all 
that w.is possible done to make their 
stay pleasant ami agreeable. His kind- 
ness to the pcor was proverbial, never 
omitting nn, opportunity to do good, 
and rarely did a 'lay pass that some 
unfortunate person did not experience 
in some substantial way the sympathy 
he felt for them. There may not at 
the time have been a long obituary 
notice of his life and character, but it 
is not too late to say that he was re- 
spected and esteemed by all 
that 


knew him, as one of the best of men. 
We said that he died—such 
men 
never die. 


After the second disaster that hap- 


pened to our eagle, Edward F. New- 
ton, Esq., was the good Samaritan 
who gave it shelter. And although 
he may not have attempted to pour 
the oil of gladness into its wounds, or 
have taken any steps towards repair- 
ing its'bi-okcn wings, yet doubtless he 
and many other kind-hearted persona 
uttered in its presence many sincere 
words of s'orrow for the misery and 
desolation that had befallen it. 
But. 


our eagle, with more than the wis 
doni of an owl, "made no sign," and 
it is not improbable that some very 
despondent sympathizer may have re- 
marked, that for eagles made like 
him, there was no resurrection, a pre- 
diction, as will be observed, not veri- 
fied by future events. One of our 
most active citizens, Edward Newton; 
whose 
pleasant smile warmed and 


cheered the hearts 
of 
his 
many 


friends in addition to his worldly pos- 
sessions, (mite 
unexpectedly found 


himself the owner of our almost for- 
gotten eagle. Covered with the dust 
and cobwebs of many months' accu- 
| mutation, it' certainly was not to be 


• considered a very valuable acquisi- 


tion, but the recollection of its past 
history, and the prominent places it 
had occupied in former days, led him 
to think how it could again be brought 
before the people as one of the many 
things "of the olden time," worthy of 
being- handed down to future genera- 
tions. He/therefore gave it to that 
most genial of all men in our city 
Robert S. Barker, Esq. The choicest 
language could not express his thanks 


clunrs eagles,- transferred his gift to 
his friend, Charles 
E. Hammett, 


w;hose energy and industry have led 
to ,1 well deserved success and among 
many other good qualities, he was a 
firm believer in the 
restoration 
of 


everything worthy the effort, and un- 
ner his supervision our eagle has been 
restored to its original splendor, and 
now in all its proud beauty, adorns 
the front of what was his place of 
business, No. 202 Thames street, now 
Chase & Chase book store, with its 
head still pointing towards the settine 
sun, and with only the width of the 
street between it and its mate on the 
Loggeihall building directly opposite 
both resplendent in gilt, and after 
having been separated a century, tens 
and tens of thousands of our fellow 
beings have passed and repassed un- 
der tne shadow of their wings, and 
afterwards under that other shadow 
from whence they never returned. 
And in the coming time, millions we 
hope, may see and admire, as we have 
done, these two appropriate emblems 
of a nation, the eagles, whose leading 
trait is—scream.
